Canadian Greeks who have since 
visited the islands have reported 
that the Nazi assault and the 
subsequent British attempts to 
take Crete from the German 
further reduced the little island 
to indescrib#@ble rubble. These 
visitors tell of dozens of towns 
which were completely burned 
out and others almost in ruins

There is in process of formation in Ed- 
monton an organization to be known as the 
Edmonton Safety Council, which is to under- 
take the important task of reducing pre- 
ventable accidents in this area. 
Largely through public education in 
many forms, the Safety Council proposes 
to systematically induce a greater measure 
of safety in industry, in traffic, in the homes, 
im schools and on the farms. 
This new body will have the good wishes 
and active assistance of every normal person 
in the community, first, because such an 
endeavor is long overdue and, secondly, be- 
cause experience elsewhere has shown that 
such efforts can achieve remarkable results 


1946 exports were calculated at 1938 price 
levels.

It has 
contributed much to the develop- 
ment of Vancouver as one of the 
great ports on this continent. And 
it has taken millions of dollars out 
of the pockets of our western farm- 
ers 


borne by the manufacturer, but by 
the western consumer, for the 
freight costs are added to the cost 
of the articles we buy. The reason 
for this is that the eastern produc- 
ers don’t have to ship their pro- 
ducts to us and the only way we 
can get ane do a is by paying 
the prices lemand. 

Thus we in the west get stuck 
for the freight both on what we 
sell and what we buy. This is one 
of the chief complaints we in the 
west have against the freight struc- 
ture and the east generally. After 
all, in spite of the fact that we must 
ship out our produce and import 
the goods we wish to consume, the 
east profits mightily by our exis- 
tence. As they benefit by our ex- 
istence—and their profits rise and 
fall accordingly to our prosperity 
it would seem only fair that they 
should bear some of the burden 
of this expense which an wn- 
kindly geography has placed on our 
shoulders.

WORCESTER, Eng., May 20 —(AP)— Gordon Richards, who 
quit as an office boy at 14 to begin a turf career as a stable lad, 
set a world record Monday with his 3,26lst victory as a jockey, 
this time aboard Le bose Giard here 

The triumph exceeded by one the number registered by Sam 
Heapy, British-born Belgian rider. There are no exact statistics 
in this phase of riding, but Heapy’s mark generally is recognized 
as the record 

IT WAS ANOTHER IN A LONG STRING of records for the 
42-year-old rider who mounted his first winner in 1921, In 1933 
Richards had the best season—259 firsts—and topped the domestic 
mark of 246 set by Fred Archer in 1885 


Ten years later the fabulous "Gordon passed Archie’s British 
record for all-time firsts—2,749. He once piloted a dozen winners 
in a row, including all six races on one day's card 


RICHARDS, REPUTED TO EARN £10,000 ($40,000) annually 
and who spends his winter vacations on continental playgrounds, 
has the reputation on British tracks of mounting only horses whose 
trainers “want” them to go all-out

With all his achievements, Gordon has yet to win the Epsom 
Derby. This year, however, he has a choice between two top-ranking 
three-year-olds—John Dewar's Tudor Minstrel and the King’s Blue

NOW FOR THE BACK FLOAT 


It is of major importance and in case of a cramp, ex-
